Out Of Jail 


Newark, N.J. (ffi — Newsman Peter Bridge 


was released from jail Tuesday after serving 
21 days for refusing to answer a grand jury's 
questions about a story he wrote. 


Bridge, the first newsman jailed since the 


U.S. Supreme Court ruled journalists may not 
withhold information from grand juries, was 
unconditionally released by New J e r s e y 
Superior Court Judge James R. Guiliano. 


Under the terms of his sentence, Bridge 


was to be released at the expiration of the 
term of the Essex County grand jury that 
had questioned him. Guiliano said he would 
dismiss the grand jury Wednesday, but said, 
"Mrs. Bridge is released now, so he won't 
have to stay in jail overnight." 


Findings Released 


At the same time, Guiliano released a 


presentment handed up by the grand jury 10 
days ago — its findings in an investigation 
Authogity. 


Bridge said, "It feels very good to be 


out, but I'd do it again if I had to. 


"They didn't yield and I didn't yield," he 


said. "They won in court, I won in the end; 
we won in the end." 


"They don't seem to believe in freedom 


of the press," he said of the Essex County 
prosecutor's office. 


Story On Bribe Offer 


Bridge entered the Essex County jail Oct. 


4. after the U.S. Supreme Court refused to 
overturn his contempt citation. Bridge had 
written a story last May in the now defunct 
Evening News of Newark, quoting Housing 
Authority Commissioner Pearl Beatty as saying 
she was offered a bribe to influence her vote 
for the authority's new executive director. 


Bridge claimed many of the questions posed 


by the grand jury in its investigation of the 
alleged bribe went beyond the scope of his 
article and would compromise his freedom of 
speech. 


In a presentment handed up at the time 


of Bridge's release, the grand jury said Bridge's 
failure to answer the questions hindered the 
investigation. 


Bridge asserted the investigation scrutinized 


only statements by public officials and articles 
by reporters. He said no real detective work 
was done by the prosecutor's office. 


"The whole thing was a phony investiga- 


tion," Bridge said.

McGovern Says: 
War Prolonged 
Jo Satisfy Hawks

Milwaukee — Sen. George S. McGovern 


accused President Nixon Tuesday of having 
needlessly prolonged the war in Vietnam to 
satisfy "right-wing war hawks." 


In a television interview in New York, 


McGovern declared that the terms of negotia- 
tions under which the Nixon administration 
might be able to settle the war now "appear 
to be exactly the same terms that the war 
could have been ended on four years ago." 


"It appears to me," he went on, "that if 


the President should end the war before we 
count the votes here on Nov. 7, he has run 
it for another four years purely to avoid 
criticism from the right-wing war hawks." 


McGovern also charged that the U.S. bom- 


bing of North Vietnam, the mining of the harbor 
at Haiphong and the military incursion into 
Cambodia had been "fraudulent" and had been 
done to appease the "hawks." 


"None of this has worked," he said. ''We're 


right where we were four years ago.'' 


Asked whether he thought an end to the 


war before the election would destroy his 
chances to win ,he replied: 


"I would think that it would destroy Mr. 


Nixon. I can't imagine anybody voting for him 
in view of what he's done in the last four 
years." 


McGovern has trimmed the number of his 


appearances before rallies or conventions and 
such campaign devices as factory visits in 
favor of a heavy concentration on television 
in the closing days of the campaign. 


In more conventional campaigning, he could 


only hope to be seen by relatively 
small 


numbers live or on local television.

Refuge Lanes 


Instead, property o w n e r s 


suggested several alternates, 
including painting in the me- 
dians or adding an extra lare 
known as a "refuge" 
lane 


('own the center of 70th. Tiie 
refuge lane would handle left- 
turning vehicles 


Plans call for the present, 


two-lane r o a d w a y 
to be 


widened to four lanes. 68 feet 
wide, with traffic islands. The 
project calls for maximum 
land acquisition of 1M feet. 


The major intersections of 


70th and A and 70th and South 


would be improved with turn- 
ing lanes, traffic medians and 
possible traffic signals. Turn- 
ing lanes would be set at other 
intersections and at the en- 
trances to East High School 
and the St. Elizabeth Com- 
munity Health Center. 


Inconvenient 


Repeating their arguments of 


two weeks ago, p r o p e r t y 
owners contended that medians

Technical College 
Financing Studied

Technical Community College 
system will be mulling over 
suggestions 
for altering the 


system's funding method. 


Scheduled to get its first 


system-wide appropriation this 
winter, the colleges have asked 
for $22 million based on a 
formula of 75% state support 
and the remainder coming 
from tuition and a local prop- 
erty tax of no more than one 
mill. 


However, 
as - system 
Ex- 


ecutive Secretary Dr. Robert 
Schleiger said T u e s d a y , 
"We're 
not 
resolved 
t h e 


present funding structure is 
ideal." 


Consequently, Schleiger said 


the question of how the system 
should be funded has been put 
on the governing board's Oct. 
31 agenda in Hastings. A final 
decision on the matter may 
not come until December, he 
said. 


A number of problems have 


cropped up with the 75-25% 
method since the system was 
created in 1971, according to 
Schleiger. 


First, in certain a r e a s 


(notably the Panhandle), the 
one mill ceiling imposed by 
the Legislature will not raise 
enough revenue. The Panhan- 
dle counties themselves are not 
happy with the property tax 
provision and have halked at 
forming the eighth district. 
The Banner County attorney 
has questioned the system's 
constitutionality in court. 


Secondly, since all capital 


construction and 
bonded 
in- 


deotedness of the institutions 
must come out of the one mill, 
the system's general expansion 
could be hampered 
by the 


ceiling. Schleiger said For in- 
stance. Eastern N e b r a s k a 
Technical Community College 
District has no existing in- 


stitution but somehow must 
finance new facilities out of 
the money raised by the one 
mill. 


The- alternatives which the 


board might recommend to the 
Legislature include having the 
state through its sales and in- 
come tax support the whole 
system, raising the mill levy 
ceiling from one to two or 
eliminating a specific mill levy 
ceiling and have the state pay 
for the balance left after the 
property tax.

Constitutional Amendments 


Today The Star begins comment, although 


not 
m numerical order, on the sixteen 


amendmertts to the Nebraska Constitution 
proposed by the Legislature which will appear 
on the ballot Nov. 7. 


Amendment 
No. 1 removes 
obsolete 


language from the state constitution referring 
to the old two-house legislature and it sets 
the minimum age at which a person can 
be a candidate for the Legislature at 21. 
If the proposal is defeated, it would leave 
the age at which a person can be a candidate 
at the same age he or she becomes eligible 
to vote—now 18. 


Apparently the strongest arguments in 


favor of the amendment center on the fact 
that a person has no legal responsibility in 
Nebraska until age 19 and on the assumption 
that 18, 19, and 20-year-olds are not mature 
enough, not experienced enough to perform 
legislative duties. 


There is nothing but the bias of advancing 


years to back up that assumption. Many young 
people between 18 and 21~ are as mature, 
and more so, than adults 21 and over. Some 
are not. But if an assumption must be made, 
it should be that if a person is olid enough 
to elect, he or she is old enough to be elect- 
ed. 


We suspect that the real reason the 


amendment was proposed is that senators 
now serving want to eliminate some vigorous 
future competition. The lawmakers now in 
office should not be allowed to narrow the 
f.eld by pushing through this amendment, 
however. We think the people, the voters, 


have the 'ability to distinguish between the 
qualifications of candidates and should have 
the right to elect or not elect an 18, 19 
or 20-year-old to the Unicameral, as they so 
please.

AGAINST vote on Amendment No. 1. 


Two proposed amendments, Nos. 3 and 


9, deal with compnesation for state senators. 


No. 3 would eliminate the current con- 


stitutional maximum salary of $400 per month 
for senators and provide that future legislative 
salaries be set by law, that is, by the 
lawmakers themselves. 


No. 9 is aimed at the same goal of ade- 


quate pay although by a different route. It 
would permit senators to receive per diem 
compensation and expenses for legislative 
services when the Legislature is not in session 
in addition to the monthly salary they now 
receive. The amount of per diem, compensation 
would be set by law. 


The issue simply boils down to this: voters 


will not buy a better Legislature by hiking 
the pay. But it is about time that Nebraskans 
were responsible enough and fair enough to 
allow their state senators to be paid ade- 
quately for what they do. If the lawmakers 
abuse the privilege of setting their own 
salaries, the voters can always throw them 
out. 


Amendment No. 3 is the cleanest way 


to go. But the issue should not be confused 
by recommending a split vote. The Stair 
recommends FOR votes on p r o p o s e d 
amendments No. 3 and No. 9.

Washington Atmosphere Ugly and Depressing; 
'Sawdust Men' With Only Political Conscience 


WASHINGTON — One of the 


highest - ranking Am e r i c a n 
prisoners in North Vietnam is 
James Mulligan, a Navy cap- 
tain who was shot down over 
V nh i n March 20. 1966. His 
wife. Louise, has waited for 
six and one-half years now with 
astonishing strength, wisdom 
and even humor. As many 
government 
officials 
h a v e 


learned, she is a rare person. 
so courageous and so straight 
that si'e m;.kes one ashamed 
of one's cwn pett\ worries. 


Luii'se Mulligan was in the 


audienje at the Statler Hotel 
here last week when President 
Xixrn spoke to the families 
of prisoners and men missing 
in Southeast Asia. Most of the 
audience rose and applauded 
•when 
he 
finished, 
but 
she 


stayed seated and silent. She 
saw no reason, as she put it. 
to a-oplaud a man who had 
continued this terrible war for 
four more years. 


After the President's speech, 


Mrs. Mulligan went out of the 
ballroom to telephone a friend. 
When she finished, she noticed 
a man watching her — the 
only other person in the hall. 
He was carrying a walkie- 
talkie with a receiver button 
in his ear, like the Secret 
Service men who accompany 
the President. As .she walked 
out. she beard him say into 
the sendfag writ, "She is now 
leaving the hall . . ." 


Mrs. 
Mulligan told some of 


the other wives about her ex- 
perience, saying how ironic she 
thought it was that we were 
supposed to be 
fighting for 


democracy in South Vietnam 
and then found things like this 
happening at home. Two of 
her friends later saw the man

toasting tJhe VIP's of Peking, 
that basis grows a little thin. 
If we honestly looked on our 
Southeast 
Asian 
involvement 


as the "Heroin War," much 
fog would! be lifted. 


One of the early adventures 


of the United States in Che 
affairs of Southeast Asia came 
in 1839. An ineffectual govern- 
ment in China was trying to 
prevent 
B r i t i s h 
opium 


merchants f r o m 
marketing 


their wares in China. A British 
fleet backed by U.S. naval 
units shelled' a few cities, sank 
some junks and1 inflicted un- 
numbered casualties among 
the citeens. 


After three years, China ac- 


quiesced and permitted opium 
to be imported. But 20 years 
later, we had to do it all over 
again. These are called the 
Opium Wars. 


By the beginning of the 20th 


Century, addiction to opium was 
widespread in southern China. 
One of the primary objectives 
of the Red forces was to eradi- 
cate the drug from the country. 
Among C h i a n g Kai-shek's 
K u o m i n t a n g 
f o r c e s , 


particularly in the brass, were 
persons reported to be deeply 
involved in the opium trade. 
In the early 1900's Shanghai 
was a synonym for evil, and 
reportedly the city deserved 
this reputation. Now, if reports 
are accurate, the city is free 
of drugs and attending vices. 


To compensate Chiang and 


the Kuorninitang, Chiang in an 
imperial manner was imup«sed 
on the Formosans, and his army 
was sent south into the border 
states to prevent the Reds from 
breaking over, and to spy upon 
their activities in China proper. 
For these services, the U.S. ra- 
tions, arms and1 pays these arm- 
ies. To "save face", the border 
states 
label these 
invaders 


refugees. To sustain the fiction 
that it gathers intelligence on 
Communist 
C h i n a , 
the 


Kuomintang sends natives who 
have relatives 
in China on 


visits to their kin. While on 
vacation, 
the guests 
collect 


Mao badges and Mao's "Red 
Book " On this evidence U.S. 
compensation continues. 


The 
Kuomintang 
and 
its 


brass 
have, 
besides 
these 


trivialities, other fish to fry. 
The real profits are in opium. 
But now the opium is refined 
inio .heroin, thus losing 90% 
of its weight: hence it is easier 
to smuggle and cheaper to air- 
freight. 


Some random facts indicate 


the magnitude of the business. 
Burma alone is credited with 
producing 800 tons of opium 
per year. In Vientiane, Laos, 
a banker estimated that during 
1970, 
two tons of gold bars 


were imported each week from 
Switzerland 
to 
finance 
the 


heroin trade. Some Americans 
are surprised to' learn that 90% 
of 
heroin 
originates 
in 
the 


'•Golden Triangle" of Southeat 
Asia. 
The larger 
operators 


prefer payment in gold. The 
smaller dealers and producers 
like M-l rifles. 


Highwaymen, c o r r u p t of- 


ficials, Kuomintang t r i b u t e 
collectors make life hazardous 
for the pappy-grower and the 
pony 
caravans 
transporting 


opium. 
After 
the opium is 


rcf'ned 
into 
heroin, m o r e 


sophisticated transport is used, 
•mainly the airlift. 


Since the war has been ex- 


tended to include "Southeast 
Asia," airplanes are less im- 
peded by check points and 
customs inspections. Of course 
military planes move at will, 
as do Lao registered planes. 
The latter are supplied! by U.S.

American pilots. The register- 
ing companies are under U.S.

5-Minute Vote Limit Can't Be Enforced

ing number of mothers are 
handling 
the 
event 
of 


childbirth. 


In response to the greater 


parent involvement in the birth 
process, three Lincoln hospitals 
offer a variety of prenatal class- 
es to keep both the prospective 
'mother and father informed 
along each step of the way. 


Such classes are being con- 


• due ted at Lincoln General and 
Bryan Memorial Hospitals and' 
St. Elizabeth C o m m u n i t y 
Health Center. 
' While each of the hospitals 
reports an upswing in natural 
births, St. Elizabeth appears 
to have the greatest number. 
According to the statistics for 
the current year 
at that 


hospital, approximately 85% of 
the mothers are awake and 
participating during childbirth. 
Three out of every 10 fathers 
are in the delivery room at 
the time of birth. 


In the hospitals conducting 


pre-natal classes the emphasis 
on natural childbith varies. 


Breathing Exercises 


At St. Elizabeth's almost a 


full class session is devoted 
to breathing and relaxing ex- 
erases with class participa- 
tion. Breathing demonstrations 
are also given at Lincoln 
General, but with less em- 
phasis, while Bryan Memorial 
•classes offer no s p e c i f i c 
breathing instructions at all. 


Classes at St. Elizabeth are 


geared toward an "awake, 
aware, and participating ex- 
perience" explained M r s . 
Phyllis Kenney, 
c l i n i c a l 


coordinator of the OR-OB floor 
and director of the pre-natal 
program. 


She was quick to add that 


her interpretation of "natural" 
childbirth does not exclude 
using 
medication 
or 
an 


analgesic whidh might help the 
mother relax and allow her 
to participate more effectively. 
A 
' ' c o n s c i o u s 
and 


'participating" ohildbortih is a 
more appropriate term, she 
said. 


Physicians very much en- 


courage n a t u r a l childbirth, 
related Mrs Kenney, who ad- 
ded that most patients prefer 
not to be asleep. The idea of 
natural childbirth "snowballs," 
she said, when prospective 
smothers hear about the good 
experiences of others. 


Demand For Classes 


She went on to explain that 


Khe pre-natal classes will run 
every month during 1973, with 
the exception of December, to 
meet the increase in demand 
for such a program. Enrolment 
last year had gone as high 
as 40 couples per class, while 
ideal attendance would be 10 
couples, she said. 


The two-hour sessions are 


held four evenings a month, 
which 
both 
fathers 
and 


mothers attending. There is a 
registration fee of $4 for the 
series. 


Sharing the instruction of the 


classes with Mrs. Kenney is 
Mrs. Jane Miller, also a 
clinical c o o r d i n a t o r of 
maternity 
nursing 
at St. 


Elizabeth's. 


Topics 
presented 
at

classes include: 


—psychological needs of both 


expectant parents; plans for 
feeding the baby. 


—meeting 
the 
needs o f 


parents and the new baby; in- 
fant care and development. 


—breathing and relaxation 


exercises in preparation for 
childbearing; a film showing 
of an actual birth. 


—an explanation of labor and 


childbirth; 
a tour 
of the 


hospital maternity facilities. 


Husbands Coach 


Mrs. Kenney explained that 


during the exercise session, the 
nursing 
staff 
serve 
as 


resources and guides while the 
prospective fathers 
practice 


coaching their wives as they 
would during labor and birth 
The Reed method of relaxation 
is taught at the class rather 
than the Lamze breathing as 
the latter method requires 
quite a few more hours of in- 
struction before it can be used 
successfully, she added. 
' Pre-natal programs offered 
by Lincoln General and Bryan 
Memorial Hospitals are held 
during the months of Odtober, 
January, April and July, with 
four classes in each series. 
There is no charge for these 
sessions which are for pro- 
spective fathers as well as 
mothers-to-be.

wives, she offered, noting that 
the most common inquiry was 
what to do if a wife can't 
make it to the hospital in 
time. 


During one of the sessions 


some of the student nurses 
participate in a skit about 
labor and delivery which is 
both humorous and informative 
relates Mrs. Youngberg. It also 
familiarizes the prospective 
patients with the students who 
will be working with them 
during their hospital stay.

Mrs. Nelson, who added that 
particular a p p r o a c h e s to 
childbirth are left up to the 
individual and her doctor. She 
explained that several nurses 
have benn trained in Lamaze 
breathing and are prepared to 
help patients who choose this 
method during labor 
and 


delivery. 


She also reported that many 


more fathers are coining into 
the delivery room since this 
was first allowed about two 
years ago. A dotor's order is 
still required, 
as is some 


counseling of the father as to 
what he can expect. 


More and more girls are re-

childbirth, said Mrs. Nelson, 
although local anesthetics are 
administered in most cases.

This is the time of the year when the 


grape harvest in Europe gets into full swing. 
A period of unusually favorable fall weather, 
after a somewhat disappointing summer has 
turned a short crop of grapes into one of 
superlative quality promising wine which can 
be described as: "very great." This can mean 
only one thing to prospective wine buyers; 
naimely: higher prices. 


It was felt fchat after the 1971 wine prices 


were established there would be a w.de and 
vigorous customer negative reaction. But this 
reaction never got off the ground as buyers 
became more insistent and the wine of any 
established Estate became scarce. In fact, 
it is now impossible to find' even as much 
as one case of wine from the better known 
Estates — not any Vintage or at any price. 
It is reported that one of the nations largest 
importers of wine has an inventory of over 
5 million dollars and refuses to sell even 
one bottle. At the rate of increase of wine 
prices it is the best place this importer could 
invest his money — prices continue to increase 
— and fast. 


The 1972 prices have just been announced1 


and they make previous offerings sound like 
rare bargains. A case of Lafi'te 1971 will 
cost the retailer about $400 per ease FOB. 
Bordeaux, the pricing base for all French 
wines. This means that by the time this 
wine arrives in the United States in two 
or three years its value would increase to 
around $600 per case or about $60.00 per 
bottle. Most of the people who buy this type 
of wine see it as an absolutely certain hedge 
against inflation. And speaking about Lafite 
the 1959 vintage has just broken the $1000 
mark 
—last week it was quoted, at $1026.00 


per case F.O.B. the docks of Bordeaux. As 


recently as five years ago tos same wine 
cculd have been purchased for about $100.00 
per case of 12 bottles. 


The demand for Bordeaux wines remains 


so great that the basic rules of economics 
do not apply. A large crop of grapes would 
normally mean a reduction in the cost of 
the wine but with demand- continuing at an 
•unprecedented rate the prices keep rising. 
The 1970 crop was one of the best in history 
and buyers assumed the price would be lower 
but they were just double the 1969 figures 
and are even higher today. 


The irony behind1 these price increases 


is that there is no actual shortage of high 
quality wines which are still within the reach 
of even the most modest budget. While the 
phenominal price increase of the Classic 
Estate wines have driven up the prices of 
all wines there are really outstanding values 
in wines from the lesser Estates. These are 
known as Petit Chateaux and are overlooked 
by buyers who favor the wines with the big 
names. They are, never-the-less wines of 
outstanding quality and never sell for over 
a fraoton of the cost of flhe "big name" 
brands. They are never advertised and fihe 
buyer must'look for them. The best place 
to "find wines of this type is a wine shop 
which carries a very large inventory and 
features wines. There you may find such 
-sleepers" as Chateau Holland a 1970 red 
Bordeaux, (Estate Bottled): B e a u j o 1 a i s 
Chateau Boisfranc 1970 (Estalte Bottled red 
Rhone wine) or a Caves de Charnay-Bellevue 
1970 
— a truly great white Burgundy made 


exclusively from the Pmot-Chardonnay grape 
— and all in the $3.00 range. Go shopping 
for these little known wmes — you will enjoy 
a pleasant surprise.

The potbery 
was made within the past 100 
years and more probably about 
1940. So far no tested pottery 
has been found genuine from 
the Hui Hsien period.

Museum of New York had to 
remove its ' ' E t r u s c a n ' ' 
statues. 


The White House Collection 


made an error in 1961 that 
was not found for several 
years. A 1 9 t h - c e n t u r y 
Baltimore lady's desk with 
eglomise' panels was a prized 
addition that was donated to 
the restoration of the White 
House. It was on display for 
several years before it was 
learned that the desk was a 
Victorian copy. The desk now 
removed from the White House 
was offered for sale once again 
as early Baltimore. As long 
as we have great demands and 
limited supplies, hoaxes will 
continue.

moisture content is 23% to last 
year's 20%.

down from the normal 46%. 
The report also said moisture 
content of the crop is averag- 
ing 16% compared to 14 oer 
cent a year ago. 


Soybeans are 64% harvested 


compared to 94% a year ago 
and the moisture content, of

1971. 


Sugar beet harvest is 70%

that enough oil is present to 
signal a productive well, the 
producer runs cement casing 
down to the oil-bearing rock 
or sand. He then must wait 
for the cement to harden 
before drilling out the core to 
allow him to reclaim the oil. 


The change will become ef- 


fective after it is approved by 
the attorney general and the 
governor. Roberts 
estimated 


that process will take about 
a week.

Money Not Everything 


Joe Garagiola knows what it's like to be poor He also 


knows what it's like to be comfortably wealthy. He also 
knows from the experience of having been poor and also 
having been wealthy that there are some tongs wealth can't 
buy. 


Hie nation's least known baseball catcher who has become 


one of the best-known sports commentators recently gave 
up $75,000 per year because of his family and this week 
he's turning down $5,000 because of Bob Devaney. 


He hasn't had second thoughts about giving up the $75,000. 


but he jokingly says he had another thought about the $5.000 
—after Nebraska defeated Missouri, 62-0. 


Garagiola, who now calls Scarsdale, N Y , home, hasn't 


forgotten that he grew up as a poor boy on The Hill in 
St. Louis and that makes him a Missouri football fan. 


"After what Nebraska did to Missouri, I ought to charge 


them," Garagiola says of his Saturday night appearance as 
the main speaker at the Tribute to Bob Devaney Dinner 
at the NU Coliseum. 


But he's only kidding about that. Joe Garagiola generally 


is kiddsing, especially about sports, but he's not kidding when 
he thinks of his family of wife Audrie and their three 
children. 


Prime Time With Family 


Garagiola traded his $75,000 per year spot on NBC's Today 


show for some prime time with his faimily. 


He started thinking about that when his son Joey told 


him, ''We want you, but you won't let us have you." 


ROBINSON DIES AT AGE 


.Heart Disease Strikes Hall-O/-Famer 


STAMFORD, 
Conn, 
f AP) 
— J a c k i e 


Robinson, silver-haired and nearly blind, died 
Tuesday from heart disease and was mourned 
by the baseball world that grudgingly ac- 
cepted him 25 years ago. 


Although a dazzling all around athlete, 


Robinson will be remembered as the man 
who exploded the major leagues' racial bar- 
rier with the old Brooklyn Dodgers. 


The 53-year-old Hall of Famer suffered 


an early-morning attack at his 14-room home 
in this suburb of New York City. At 7:10 
a.m., he was pronounced dead on arrival 
at Stamford Hospital. 


Robinson's ailments were no secrets. The 


heart problems which felled him briefly in 
1963. The diabetes which had taken one eye 
and was stealing the other. 


Still, death came as a shock to those who 


recalled Jackie as a daring 
baserunner, 


clutch hitter and the guy who opened the 
big league gates Jo Negroes. 


Roy Campanella', a 'black catcher who 


followed Robinson to the Dodgers, sat stunned 
in his wheelchair when told of Jackie's death. 
Campy was crippled 14 years ago in an 
auto accident. 


"He was a great man who accomplished 


so much in-this lifetime," said Campanella. 
'•On and off the field, Jackie could do it 


all. He had to do it all. What more can 
I say?" 


President Nixon, who had ridden a few 


miles from the Robinson home during New 
York campaigning the day before, said in 
Washington, '"This nation to which he gave 
so much in his lifetime will miss Jackie 
Robinson, but his example will continue to 
inspire us for years to come." 


Nixon, who selected Robinson last summer 


to his personal alltime baseball team, added, 
"His courage, his sense of brotherhood and 
his brilliance on the playing field brought 
a new human dimension not only to the 
game of baseball but to every area of 
American life where black and white people 
work side by side." 
' Nixon said last year that Robinson was 
''the greatest athlete I ever saw " 


Ralph Branca, a white pitcher and team- 


mate of Robinson in Brooklyn, said:. ''Jackie 
was the greatest Competitor. rA bright guy. 
My memories of Jackie blend together and 
he stands out most as a man." 


Baseball Commissioner Bowie Kuhn said 


Robinson was unsurpassed in contribution to 
sports. "His entire life was courage. Courage 
as the black pioneer of the game Courage 
as a player. Courage in the way, he fought 
for what he believed." 


Robinson was a brilliant football-Jbasketball- 


track performer at Pasadena Junior College 
and UCLA who was given his major league 
chance by the late Branch Rickey, whose 
front office genius built the Dodgers into 
a powerhouse. 


In 1947, Jackie—with stern advice 
from 


Rickey to harness his feelings and not fight 
back—broke in with Brooklyn as a first 
baseman and played so well he was named 
National League Rookie of the Year. 


He played 10 seasons, batting .311 as a 


five-time all-star and the National League 
Most Valuable Player in 1949. Six years after 
his retirement in 1956, Jackie became the 
first black to be elected to the Baseball 
Hall of Fame in Coaperstown, N.Y. 


Just 10 days before his death, Robinson 


stocd with his family m Cincinnati's jam- 
packed Riverfront Stadium, honored 25 years 
after his debut in a Dodger uniform. 


Robinson was born Jan. 31, 1919, m the 


south Georgia farming town of Cairo where 
the city name is pronounced "kayrow." His 
father deserted the five children and Jackie's 
mother in 1920, and they moved to Pasadena, 
Cahf 


Jackie's athletic skill became evident early 


in life as he dominated sports on Pepper
